VIENNA, Dec. 15 (UP). — Nazi 
nuthorities are appointing lay in- 
spectors to supervise the teaching 
by Roman Catholic priests in reli- 
gious education classes in public 
schools, it was learned today. 
Hitherto priests have acted as su- 
pervisors over the teacher-priests.

Wallace Reports to 
President on 
Farm Issue 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (UP).— 
Defending economic planning as 
the savior of democracy, Secretary 
of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace 
tonight urged continuation of the 
administration’s crop control pro- 
gram as the only panacea for put- 
ting farming back on a business 
basis.

The resolution met with immediate and 
favorable response from the powerful Dis- 
trict 5 Council of the Oil Workers Union, 
CIO, which concurred, commended the A. F.

Additional support in this move for 
peace came from Harvey Fremming, In- 
ternational President of the Oil Workers 
Union. 


“It is gratifying to me, personally, 
to know that this additional effort will 
be put forth,” Mr. Flemming replied to 
the District 5 Council. “I presume you 
know that I have been active in the at- 
tempt to produce peace and unity for a 
long period of time, and at the recent 
convention of the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations in Pittsburgh, the door 
was left wide open for a reasonable for- 
mula which has for its purpose the com- 
posing of differences which now exist.”

CHICAGO, Dec. 15 (UP). — 
Headquarters of the “Draft Ickes 
for Mayor” Club of Chicago an- 
mounced today Secretary of the 
Interior Harold L. Ickes has de- 
clined to become a candidate in 
the 1939 city election.

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—Good gov- 
ernment loomed as the key issue in 
the coming municipal election cam- 
paign here today, as alignments 
were being drawn for one of the bit- 
terest battles im Chicago's political 
history. 

Progressives banked heavily on 
the enlistment of a reform candi- 
date, with Seceretary of the In- 
terior Harold L. Ickes considered « 
logical choice. A “Draft Ickes for 
Mayor” movement has been 
launched, carrying broad support 
among liberal and labor organiza- 
tions. 

While the candidacy of Secretary 
Ickes femained in doubt today, 
Mayor Edward J. Kelly was also be- 
ing urged to run for reelection as 
40 out of the 50 Democratic ward 
committeemen at a meeting yester- 
day, pledged to back the Mayor. 

UNION BAITER IN RACE 


The Democratic candidacy of the 
union-smashing States Attorney 
Thomas J. Courtney was, however, 
considered the most dangerous 
threat by New Deal circles. Court- 
ney, who has been given a build- 
up as a “reform” candidate by Re- 


publican Ool. Frank Knox, editor 
of the Chicago Daily News, has a 
long anti-labor record, climaxed in 
a series of more than a hundred 
raids on union headquarters. 

Meanwhile, in the Republic camp, 
former mayor William Hale Thomp- 
son placed himself in the running. 
“Big Bill,” whose three terms won 
world-wide notoriety for Chicago as 
the home of gangsterism and cor- 
ruption, will probably fight it out 
with former U. 8, District Attor- 
new Dwight Green for the Repub- 
lican nomination. 

The February 28 mayoralty pri- 
mary will also be an election for the 
city’s 50 aldermen. However, a run- 
off for aldermanic candidates who 
do not receive a majority, will 
held together with the mayoralty 
election on April 4. 

SALES TAX ISSUE 


Major issues in the municipal 
campaign will center around the 
revision of taxation, with the re- 
peal of the sales tax and the re- 
evaluation of property now grossly 
under-taxed. 

Other issues are: 

Immediate appropriation of $5,- 
000,000 monthly for the needs of 
the city’s unemployed; a vast and 
much-needed slum clearance pro- 
gtam; a broad city health program; 
extension and improvement of the 
transit system; and labor’s right to 
strike and picket without police in- 
terference and brutality. 

With Chicago’s registration of 
strong progressive sentiment in the 
Nov. 8 election, when a unified New 
Deal ticket swept the city, progres- 
sive here predict victory for a 
unified reform movement. 

Secretary Ickes is expected to 
make a decision on whether he will 
enter the Chicago race withing the 
next few days.:'The New Dea! chief, 
who is called the “father” of Chi- 
cago’s long-awaited subway, will 
speak here Saturday at the formal 
Opening of the subway construction. 

High Democratic councils have 
indicated a swing toward Ickes if he 
becomes a candidate. Mayor Kelly, 
who has refused thus far to for- 
mally enter the race, was also be- 
lieved to be considering throwing

Resignation of C.C.N.Y.

The Board of Higher Education 
announced yesterday thatthe resig- 
nation of Dr. Frederick B. Robin- 
son, reactionary president of City 
College, had been accepted unani- 
mously by the college's administra- 
tive committee. 

His resignation had been fore- 
shadowed when he left on a leave 
of absence last July, presumably 
because of ill health. He had long 
been under fire from progressive 
educators and the student body of 
C.C.N.Y, for his undemocratic ad- 
ministration of the college. 


He achieved notoriety as the “um- 
brella” president when he attacked 
students demonstrating against war 
in 1933 with an umbrella. .In 1936 
the Associated Alumni of the col- 
lege voted to censure him for mal- 
administration of student problems 
and filed charges with the Board of 
Higher Education demanding his 
removal. 

Dr. Nelson P. Mead, who became 
acting president when Dr. Robin- 
son went on leave, will continue in 
that capacity. His successor has 
not yet been decided on.

If Moseley’s speech was a piece of shock- 
ing treason, the way in which the. Tory 
press sought to bury the real full news about 
the speech was no less dangerous as a con- 
cealment of treason. The worst offender— 
the Tory Herald Tribune, which has a policy 
of poking fun at Hitler’s spy activities in 
the country—headlines the Moseley speech 
with “Moseley urges U. S. to mind its own 
business,” as if Moseley said nothing else. 
Not one word about Moseley’s massacre 
threat; not one.word about Moseley’s call to 
burn down Washington—either in the Trib- 
une or Times, to say nothing of the other 
“impartial” news vendors.
